President Wilson, Secretary Bryan, 
other Cabinet officers, all the diplomats 
from Latin-America, Chief Justice

tended. n 

St. Patrick's Church was decorated 
with American and Latin-American 
flags. A dove of peace holding togeth- 
er in its beak the flag of the United 
States and that of the Pan-American 
Union, symbolized the peaceful union 
between the nations of the Western 
Hemisphere, for which prayers were of- 
fered. Cardinal Gibbons was present. 

Right Rev. Charles W. Currier, Bishop 
of Matanzas, Cuba, who preached the 
sermon on a comparison of peace and 
war, decried war as the “natural en- 
emy of order and therefore of ‘that 
nich is good and true.” He said it 
“subverts the moral order by opening 
wide the door to all manner of vices.” 

At luncheon in the rectory, toasts 
were drunk to President Wilson, Secre- 
tary Bryan, Ambassador da Gama of 
Brazil and others. 

Monsignor Russell, toasting Secretary 
Bryan, said: When we see the repre-

TURKEY PRICES REACH 
__»; 50.CENTS IN_ NEW. YORK 


Large Number of Birds Con- 
demned and Famine on 


Market Results. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—Manhattan has 
gone through the worst turkey famine 
that has happened here at any Thanks- 
giving season in the last 2 years or 
longer. Prices soared to 50 cents a 
pound for extra choice birds—a hitherto 
unheard-of figure. A dollar a pound was 
offered last night for the very finest 
Delaware, Maryland and Virginia tur- 
keys, but none was to be had at any 
price. 

Out of fifty cars of turkeys—10,000 
birds—arriving yesterday, 
per cent were seized and condemned. 
Practically every arrival in car-ioad 
ots was ir bad condition. 

These wholesale seizures threw the 
dealers back on the supplies that come 
by express, which were inadequate, and 
the famine, with the record prices, re- 
sulted. 

Thanksgiving feasting began here as 
early as 1 o’clock this morning with the 
opening of the Bowery Mission’s bread 
line with food enough on hand to sat- 
isfy the needs of 3000 hungry vagrants. 
Thanksgiving Meal Most Expensive 

i im Years. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—Today’'s 
Thankegiving dinner is most expen- 
sive meal the average American has 
eaten in the last 25 years. It costs 
from 36 to 100 per cent more than it 
dia 10 years ago, and from 15 to 6 
per cent more than any other Thanks- 
giving day in the last six years, ac- 
cording to recently gathered Govern- 
ment statistics.

DEATH OF BOY HIT 


BY STREET CAR MAY; 
RE-UNITE PARENTS 


Body Identified After Parents 
Learn of Accident Through 
Newspapers. 


QUARREL OVER WHIPPING 


John Williams, 14, Crushed Life- 
less While at Play in 
Manchester Avenue. 


The body of a boy, who had been 
killed by a Manchester car in front of 
$2388 Manchester avenue Wednesday 
evening, lay in the morgue all night 
before it was identified at 8:30 a. m. 


Thursday by William L. Williams of 
4201 Manchester avenue as that of his 
son, John, 14 years old. 

After identifying the body the father 
hurried from the morgue to the home 
cf his wife, 1135 Kentucky avenue, from 
whom he had been separated, to mourn 


death of their son they would be recon- 
ciled. 

The boy had been playing on the 
sidewalk in front of a picture show and 
zan into the street in pursuit of an- 
other lad. The boy who was running 
ahead dodged behind an eastbound 
Manchester car, and safely cleared both 
tracks. John, however, was struck by 
a westbound car and one wheel of the 
front truck passed over his arms and 
chest. 

Policemen inquired of neighborhood 
children, who said they did not know 
the boy. His body was taken to the 
Morgue. 

Story of Separation. 

The father told the story of the 
separation from his family and his 
hopes for a reconciliation to reporters 
at the Morgue. 

The boy, he said, would have been 
14 years old Dec. 29. The father 
looked forward to that day and the 
fact that it was his son’s birthday 
anniversary, as giving him an op- 
portunity te make peace with. his 
family. 

One night, the first week in Sep- 
tember, John stayed out late, the 
father. said, and when the boy re- 
turned home, the father whipped 


. mother Ne- 

tested: father and er quareeied. | 
Williams said that he struck his wife 
on the shoulder. 

Since that time he has seen. his wife 
and children at their home only once. 
That was three weeks ago, when he 
went there to attend the funeral of his 
9-year-old daughter, Grace, who hai 
died of typhoid fever. 

Wednesday evening, Williams, re- 
turning home from work at the St. 
Louis Independent Packing Co., saw 
John playing on the sidewalk near the 
place where he was killed a few min- 
utes later. The father stopped and 
talked with his son a few minutes. The 
boy side he was going to the picture 
show, and asked his father to accompa- 
ny him. The father went on to his home, 
however, and then spent the evening 
downtown. 


Mrs. Williams, at her home, wondered 
during the early part of the night why 
her son did not return home, but finally 
decided that he had met his father, and 
was spending the night with him. In 
the morning she read in a newspaper 
of the death of an unidentified boy. The 
description answered that of her son. 
She hastened to the father’s home. He 
had just seen the paper also. He went 
to the Magnolia Police Station, and then 
hastened to the morgie. 

Henry Foster of 2006 Kraft avenue, mo- 
torman of the car which killed the boy, 
told the police that because of a car go- 
ing in the opposite direction, he did not 
see the boy until too late. 

He said he turned off the power and 
applied the brakes, but was unable to 
stop the car until after the boy was 
struck. He took the body from under 
the wheels.

Entertainments and special re- 
ligious services were held in most of 
the institutions, and the visiting 
hours were extended. 

The public school children of Wells- 
ton took to school Wednesday bas- 
kets filled with apples, potatoes.

~TFRIGHTENED NEGRO 
SHOOTS WHISTLING 


Fires Both Barrels of Shotgun 
at Boy Prowler at 415 
North Broadway. 


Lee Horn, a negro watchman, shot 
Thomas McCune, a whistling burglar. 
im the Army and Navy goods store at 
415 North Broadway Wednesday 
night. After firing both barrels of 
hig shotgun at the burglar, the 
watchman loaded his weapon again 
and concealed himself in the back 
end of the store, while he kept Mc- 
Cune in one of the front show win- 
dows covered with his gun. 

The watchman was so badly fright- 
ened that he refused to open the door 
when the police arrived. They had 
to break it open before they could 
capture the burglar. 

McCune climbed the outside fire es- 
cape to the top of the four-story build- 
Ing and broke in a skylight. He 
whistled as he went down. the stairs 
to the first floor, and was whistling 
when he stepped into the front show 
window and gathered up an armioad of 
razors, knives, mouth harps and other 
articles 


The watchman heard the whistling, 
from his hiding place in the rear of the 
store. He waited until the burglar had 
gathered up an armload of goods and 
started to step into the main store 
room. 

Then he fired both barrels of the 
shotgun. Seven shot penetrated the 
side of McCune’'s face, but the articles 
he wag holding in his arms prevented 
any from hitting his body. The negro 
watchman, so frightened, he told the 
police, that he “would have dropped 
dead if the burglar had made a move, 
reloaded his shotgun, leveled it at the 
burglar, and ordered him not to move.

Pennsylvania Line Lengthens 
Minimum Time Between 
St. Louis and New York. 


In pursuance of a “safety flrat“ 
movement, the New York-to-8t. Louis 


24-hour train of the Pennsylvania will 
next Monday become virtually a %-hour 
train. It will leave Union Station at 
12:02 p. m., instead of 12:20, the present 
time of departure, and, will arrive in 
the Pennsylvania Station, New York, at 
1:52 p. m. the following day, instead of 
1:20. 

This lengthening of the schedule is 
in line with the action of the Pennsyl- 
vania and New York Central railroads 
a year ago in lengthening the time of 
their famous 18-hour trains between Chi- 
cago and New York to 20 hours, and the 
action of the New York Central at the

A number of serious accidents and
